The Administration bill is not 
expected to come up for Senate 
debate until the middle of next 
month. Last week three Repub- 
lican members of the committee— 
Senators Taft of Ohio, Smith of 
New Jersey and Donnell of Mis- 
souri—offered a substitute for the 
Administration measure. Taft 
said it would keep all the “best 
features” of the „Taft-Hartley law. 

Ives, not a member of the la- 
bor group, said the Administra- 
tion measure should go back to 
the committee “for the careful 
consideration it did not receive 
when it was there before.”

PLANE PASSENGER 
GOES BERSERK ON 
ATLANTIC FLIGHT 


SHANNON, Ireland, May 13 


(UP)—Giuseppe Sazio, 53 years 
old, of Baltimore, Md., was con- 
fined to Ennis Mental Hospital 
here today after going beserk over 
the Atlantic on an eastbound 
Trans-World Airways airliner, 

The pilot of the plane, who was 
not identified, declared a state of 
emergency aboard the plane while 
crew members and passengers 
tried to calm Sazio.

ments. Mayor Darst said he would 


attempt to divert some of those 


funds to some other location. He 
has stated that he believes an air- 
rt should be built on the near 
t Side, because of its proxim- 
ity to the St. Louis business dis- 
trict.. 
He said he had asked the Air- 
port Commission to make a study 
of where a second airport for 
St. Louis. should be located. Also 
he has asked Director of Public 
Utilities Conway Briscoe to make 
an individual study of the problem. 
He said Briscoe would be appoint- 
ed chairman of the commission. 
The Mayor said he objected to 
the Columbia Bottoms site because 
it is 15 miles from the downtown 
section, about the same distance 
as Lambert-St. uis Field is 
from the business area. Another 
objection, he said, is the condition 
of the soil at Columbia Bottoms 
would make it more costly to build 
runways and thirdly, atmospheric 
conditions there are similar to 
those at- Lambert Field and he 
believed that a site where con- 
ditions are different should be 
found so that if planes cannot 
land at one airport they can land 
at the other.

All this is of more than aca- 

demic interest to 95,000 Sears em- 
ployes, including 1074 working in 
the St. Louis area, who received 
their annual report this week on 
the progress of their unique pro 
it-sharing fund. Since the chief 
asset of the fund comprises shares 
of stock in the company, the 
Sears workers naturally follow 
the financial page fluctuations 
with more than ordinary reader 
interest for when they retire they 
will be rewarded at the open mar- 
ket price of the shares. 
A spinster salesperson received 
$75,000 from the profit-sharing 
fund upon her retirement last fall. 
Next year a truck driver (earning 
$56 a week) will retire with $56,- 
000 coming from the fund. Two 
years from now a certain execu- 
tive, u reaching the age of 
60, will retire with $100,000. 

Several other persons already 
have retired with more than $100,- 
000 handed each in farewell. 

An even larger sum, the larg- 
est ever acumulated in the 33 
years’ history of the fund, re- 
mains on the books. Identity of 
the fortunate fellow is a secret, 
4t being company policy not to 
name names.

System Started in 1916. 

Long before Uncle Sam ventured 
into the field of social security, 
Sears-Roebuck was there. The 
company started its old-age securi- 
ty system in 1916. Credit for the 
then radical idea is attributed to 
the philanthropist Julius Rosen- 
wald, who headed the firm, and 
his social-minded ‘ brother-in-law, 
Albert Loeb. They conceived a 
plan which they thought would be 
n good thing both for the em- 
ployer and the employe—and so it 
has turned out over the years. 

In brief, the profit-sharing idea 
was that for every dollar of wages 
contributed by the employe to the 
retirement fund, the corporation, 
out of its profits, would match the 
contribution — and more than 
match it, up to three or four times. 
The worker, then, instead of 
spending or wasting his wages, or 
drawing a nominal interest there- 
on, could hope to get a return up 
to 400 per cent and more on what 
he set aside to take care of his 
old age. 

To be sure, there was more than 
philanthropy involved. It has been 
proved that such plans tend to 
cut down labor turnover and to 
retain valuable workers who other- 
wise might seek security else- 
where. A fundamental feature of 
such plans is that they take into 
consideration the years of serv- 
ice as wel] as the size of the pay 


check. 
Range of Credits. 

Employes, elisible after a year's 
service, may deposit 5 per cent 
of their wages in individual ac- 
counts, up to a maximum of $250 
a year. The corporation donates a 
percentage of profits, which are 
distributed proportionately to fund 
members, depending on length of 
service. This year the Sears credit 
ranged from $1.15 to 34.60 for 
every $1 invested by the employe. 

Since 1916 the Sears profit-shar- 
ine trust has disbursed $156,000,- 
000 to its members. Membership 
is voluntary; 98 per cent of the 
emvloyes subscrie to the fund. 

The trust fund, one of the 
largest in the world, now has 
— — in assets, mostly Sears 
stock. 

The stock, incidentally, is bought 
in the open market whenever the 
fund managers see fit to add to

BONE TUMOR STUDY AIDED 


COLLEGE PARK, M., May 13 
(AP)—A powerful new research | 
tool of the atomic age gives 


promise as a new approach to the 
study of bone tumors,” a Navy 
scientists said last night. 

It is a radioactive, or ray-emit- 
ting, form of a little-known, and 


relatively rare metal called “Gal- 


lium,” which costs about 31300 
pound. The radioactive form is 
produced by bombarding the nat- 
ural element with rays at the 
Atomic Energy Commission's Oak 
Ridge plant. 

Comdr. H. C. Dudley of the Med- 
ical Service Corps, Naval Medical 
Research Institute, said one type 
of “radiogallium” had proved help-- 
ful in the “localization” of bone 
tumors in experimental animals. 
Localization means finding the 
area affected by the tumor.

Officials are aware that every 
move they make to put the two 
former enemy countries back on 
a self-sustaining basis and give 
them increasing self-government is 
subject to criticism. The criticism 


is sounded both here and abroad, 
frequently on the issue of a 
“tough” versus “soft” policy. 

The latest of such moves came 
yesterday when the State Depart- 
ment announced that reparation 
removals of industrial equipment 
from Japan had been halted in the 
interest of rebuilding that coun- 
try’s peacetime economy. 

Previous Move in Germany. 

The announcement paralleled a 
joint move last month by the 
United States, Britain and France 
—a move which this country ini- 
tiated—in striking 159 plants from 
the list of those earmarked for re- 
moval from Germany as repara- 
tions. That action also was ex- 
plained by the determination of 
the Western Powers, at American 
urging, to get the German economy 
on a paying basis again and ena- 
ble it to contribute needed goods 
to European recovery under the 
Marshall plan. 


The action with respect to Ja- 
pan was taken without prior con- 
sultation with the 10 other na- 
tions which make up the policy- 
forming Far Eastern Commission. 
The commission members have 
thus far been unable to agree on 
a common Japanese reparations 
policy. The State Department said 
this disagreement made it neces- 
sary for the United States to act 
alone in this instance. 

Diplomats said it was certain 
the American action would be bit- 
terly attacked by some of the 
other countries on the Commis- 
sion on the grounds (1) the de- 
cision shuts off reparations which 
those countries need for their own 
reconstruction and (2) this coun- 
try is pushing Japanese recon- 
struction too fast.

As to the Third street widening, it is de- 
signed eventually to link Gravois on the south 
with Natural Bridge on the north. St. Louis 
has dreamed of this project for many years, 
since it was suggested by the City Plan Com- 
mission in 1928. Such a thoroughfare would 
make it easier to get into and out of lower 
downtown, thus anchoring real esfate values and 
ministering to the convenience of shoppers. It 
would provide a through route for tourists. It 
would be a vitally important artery for the 
many motorists who, in future years, will visit 
the river front memorial. 

But however desirable is Third street widen- 
ing, the city cannot throw 3000 more or less 
people into the streets. Mayor Darst has just 
taken the commendable step of forming a com- 
mittee to seek a federal housing project for the 
persons to be displaced, or ‘to find other means 
of providing quarters for them. Upon the com- 
mittee’s success hangs the success of the high- 
way proposal. 
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Advance of the Housing Bill 


It looks as though federal aid to public hous- 
ing, slum clearance and rural housing might 
be the first major welfare achievement of the 
present Congress. The House Banking Com- 
mittee has approved the bill, 14 to 7, and Chair- 
man Spence predicts that the House will pass 
it next week “beyond any doubt.” The Senate 
has already approved a similar bill. 

The same blocking tactics can be expected, 
of course, that were attempted in the Senate 
debate. Some Congressmen may try to drown 


‘the bill in a quarrel over racial segregation. 


Other real estate lobby errand boys may typt 
out the old plea that “private” enterprise can 
clear the slums—a plea, incidentally, that is 
neatly exploded once again under our cartoon 
today: Therg will be yelps of “socialism” in- 
spired by a building industry that has grabbed 
all the socialistic manna it could get for 15 


years. But the bill is belated justice to poor 


people and slum-ridden cities, and its floor man- 
ager is confident of victory. 

This outlook is in happy contrast with what 
happened in the previous Congress. The House 
was not allowed to vote on the Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner bill until public housing was clipped 
out of it. The result was that the Eightieth 
Congress only provided more millions for 
private builders. In Charles Abrams’ pungent 
phrase, it dispensed another dose of “socialism 
for the rich and free enterprise for the poor.”

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The Silver Trumpets Sound 

This is a day for sounding the silver trum- 
pets, the trumpets of jubilee: 

Israel's flag has been raised as that of the 
fifty-ninth member of the United Nations. 
Though the nation declared its independence 
more than a year ago, on May 4, 1948, this is 
now recognized by the whole civilized world. 

It is a culmination not unlike Joshua's 
leading of the people into the chosen land 
after Moses guided the long migration out 
of Egypt. The raising of the blue Star of David 
at Lake Success is the triumph of Herzl's dream 
and Weigmann’s labors. It is the answered 
prayer of a scattered people to be able to lift 
up its face once more among the ancient moun- 
tains and the lasting hills. 

The achievement came no more easily than 
‘did the deliverance of Pharaoh’s bondsmen. 
And those of whom kindliness was to be ex- 
pected, moved by the mixed motives of politics 
and business, long withheld it. For under- 
standable reasons, there was not—and is not— 
unanimity even among Jews as to the desirabil- 
ity of the new nation. In the end, the men of 
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Mr. Truman’s False Tax Dilemma 
President Truman resisted premature tax re- 
duction, and he was right. Today he insists 


In the last: few months, however, inflation 
has reached a turning point. There is no 
cause to fear a major depresssion; but the coun- 
try is obviously coming off the high peak of 
the postwar catching-up boom. Therefore, Mr. 
Truman’s own Council of Economic Advisers 
now opposes a tax increase, but Mr. Truman 
has not come around. 

Taxes must be raised, he argues, or the Gov- 
ernment must run a deficit. If this is true, the 
early hopes for the Truman Fair Deal are dim. 
Merely to dangle this dilemma before Congress 
is to strengthen the Fair Deal’s enemies, the 
Wherrys and the Byrds. But the dilemma is 
false. 

A first-class economist who is also one of Mr. 
Truman’s strong supporters, Senator Douglas, 
has explained why it is false. Tax increases 
and deficits can both be avoided, Mr. Douglas 
holds, and there will still be money to advance 
the Truman program—if only the Administration 
will eliminate waste from its established activi- 
ties. The Hoover Commission’s reorganization 
studies bear the same testimony. 

A tax increase today would be risky eco- 
nomics. Mr. Truman can’t marshal the votes to 
put it over, so it is unsuccessful politics, He 
will do his presidential program a better service 
by changing his fiscal policy to meet the chal- 
lenge of the changed times.

Baltimore’s Clean-up of the Slums 
Edgar L. Jones and Burke Davis in the Atlantic Monthly 


These extracts from an article by a Balti- 
more Sun and an Evening Sun writer are 
of particular interest to St. Louis because 
of the minimum standards housing ordi- 
mance that takes effect here 11 months 
hence. The St. Louis law follows the phil- 
osophy of the Baltimore plan. The en- 
forcement of sanitation standards in Baiti- 
more is also echoed in the St. Louis Health 
Division’s current experiment to clean up 
the so-called Sheridan Neighborhood. 


Some people feel sick when they find 
four or five children sharing a bed in a 
windowless room and realize that the tu- 
bercular cough of one youngster means the 
eventual infection of his bedmates. But 
righteous indignation is a poor weapon 
against slums. 

Slums are deep in politics as well as in 
decay. There’s gold in those dilapidated 
dwellings, and the men who yearly extract 
$500 to $1000 or more in rent from property 
assessed as low as $300 will protect their 
vested interests with all the political pres- 
sure they can exercise. And they have the 


‘apathy of the general public on their side. 


A more practical approach to a sustained 
driye on slum conditions is an appeal to 
the public’s selfish interests, rather than 
to its humanitarian instincts or civic pride. 
It is easy enough to prove that the high 
cost of slum living conditions imposes too 
great a burden on urban taxpayers. 


Subsidy at its Worst 


Slum housing, which comprises about 20 
per cent of this country’s residential areas 
and contains at least a third of its popula- 
tion, yields only 6 per cent of the real estate 
tax revenue that is the mainstay of munic- 
ipal governments. In return for that 6 
per cent, slums require, on a national aver- 
age, more than half of the available medi- 
cal and institutional care, half the time of 
the police, more than a third of the time 
of fire departments, and most of the wel- 
fare benefits. ss 

With close to half of the average city’s 
budget spent to support them, the slums 
represent subsidized housing at its worst. 
This fact, if repeated often enough, is apt 
to impress the most intransigent taxpayer. 

Razing and replacing a few hundred 
slum dwellings at a time, however, is a 
slow and expensive method of alleviating 
slum living conditions. What most cities 
need is an intermediate program to reduce 
the most glaring health, fire, and safety 
hazards in slum areas—a program that will 
fill in between now and whatever future 
date marks the rebuilding of the last slum 
block. That is why many men and women 
in national housing circles have lately been 
studying the Baltimore plan for cleaning 
up slums. 

Enforcement of Minimum Standards 

Every city has on its lawbooks certain 
health, fire and building requirements that 
slum dwellings obviously do not meet. Vio- 
lation of these requirements is a criminal 


offense. What Baltimore has done is 


to, compel slum landlords to comply 


tenants to obey health and sanitary laws.

Many of these inquiries, however, repre ~ 


sent wishful thinking that can be traced 
directly to the widespread, misleading pub- 
licity given the Baltimore plan by the Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders. 

The interest of the Home Builders is 
easy to explain. As part of the powerful 
real estate lobby, the Home Builders are 
exploiting before-and-after pictures as evi- 


dence that slum conditions can be elim-. 


inated through private enterprise without 
public housing and clearance programs. 


But anyone who believes that the Balti- 
more plan is an adequate substitute for 
tearing down the worst slum areas and 
building anew is hopelessly deluded. The 
plan does not provide much-needed mini- 
mum housing, nor does it actually rid a 
city of its slum areas. 


But the Slums Remain 


The slums in Baltimore remain slums, 
with not a single new dwelling unit in all 
the jam-packed blocks. Some houses have 
been patched up, to be sure, and there is 
less sewage standing in backyard puddles, 
but the blight remains. The sense of 
achievement that comes with getting a par- 
ticularly dilapidated house repaired is off- 
set by the knowledge that the occupants 
are still sleeping three 20 a bed, with all 
the hazards that accompany overcrowding. 

Also chastening is the realization that 
so far, fewer than 30 out of an estimated 
2000 slum blocks have been crossed off as 
“completed” in the block-by-block campaign. 
As one health official remarked, “We won't 
live to see the end of this program.” 

What the Home Builders and other real 


estate groups have overlooked is the better . 


than average possibility that the plan will 
prove to be a Trojan horse as far as their 
own interests in housing are concerned. 
What a housing-law enforcement campaign 
does in the long run is expose the facts 
of slum life, and these facts, if they get 
into the hands of an active civic group 
like Baltimore's Citizens Planning and Hous- 
ing Association, do little to bolster claims 


that the slums should be left in private 


hands. 
When Citizens Wake Up 


In Baltimore, at least, the campaign has 
given the public almost daily examples of 
the ways in which private investors exploit 
human misery in slum areas at the public’s 
expense. Such examples are hardly likely 
to turn the public against public housing. 

The Baltimore plan has awakened in Bal- 
timoreans the realization that taxpayers as 
a whole underwrite the gilt-edged invest- 
ments of slum property owners. .

HE promotional ability of 
Matt Winn has seen to it 
that the Derby gets the lion's 
share of publicity as compared 
to the Preak ness. . However, 
the first Preakness — named 
after a famous thoroughbred of 
that moniker—was run in 1873, 
two years before the Derby.“ 
Ever since there has been a 
quiet rivalry to hold top place 
as the year’s Wan spring 
year-oid event. .

Forest Resource Decline. 


Discussing the decline of Amer- 
ican forest resources, at the ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon, Earle 
H. Clapp, former associate chief 
of the United States Forest Serv- 
ice, said public regulation and 
public ownership are the only 
means by which the public can 
safeguard its interest in privately- 
owned forests. 
“The last 50 years and the fu- 
ture outlook indicate that the 
United States, like all other na- 
tions that have achieved a nation- 
wide forest system, had no other 
choice than a combination of pub- 
lic regulation and public owner- 
shij, or complete public owner- 
ship, or complete public owner- 
“The only solution for present- 
day America is the combination. 
Public regulation should be sup- 
plemented with various forms of 
public co-operation. Outright pub- 
lic ownership is the only sound 
and lasting solution for a much 
larger part of our forest land. The 
time has come when we can no 
longer afford to temporize. 
“On the whole, public forest reg- 
ulation is probably the biggest and 
most difficult conservation job so 
far contemplated in the United 
States. It is no less than to get 
several million owners of 345,000,- 
000 acres of forest land in 40 or 
more states to do something that 
many of them have never done 
before, and many of them don't 
want to do, and in the process to 
make them like it.” 
A previous speaker, Secretary of 
Agriculture Charles F. Brannan, 
also called attention to the deple- 
tion of the forest land and said 
some public regulation of timber 
cutting on private land and the 
establishment of a forest credit 
system seem necessary. 
Reforestation Discussed. 
' Ellery Foster, research director 
of the CIO International Wood- 
workers’ Union, argued that re- 
building our forests will not be as 
difficult as sometimes thought “if 
we will just get our logs by sci-

a tree every time one is cut down. 
People see the trees but not the 
forest, he said, and should learn 
the difference between the way a 
tree grows and the way a forest 
grows.

“Trees in a forest are nature's 
nearest approximation to AI 
Capp’s Shmoos,” Foster . said. 
“Each year in a normal forest 
some of the ‘trees get ready for us 
to use them. When a forest tree 
gets ready to be used, it just can't 
wait any longer. It dies. If we 
don't get it, it rotes to waste in 
the forest. 
“The rate at which this goes on 
is indicated by a forester’s rule 
of thumb: ‘In an immature, nor- 
mal forest the actual growth of 
trees is roughly twice the net 
wth.’ In other words, half of 
he total growth in a normal im- 
mature forest is offset by the 
death of shmoo trees.” 7 
From the point of view of public 
interest, Foster said, the thing to 
do is to harvest the trees that 
would soon go to waste if not 


cut. This would speed up growth 


of surrounding trees by permitting 
them to receive more light and 
moisture.

$150,000,000 in 60 years for 2,100,- 
000 acres of forest land. ‘Califor- 
nia would buy back 124,000 acres 
for $25,000,000 for public parks. 
The United States Forest Service 
would manage the forest part of 
the lands on a sustained yield 
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basis. The forest in the course 


of time would be expected to pro- 
vide a source of revenue for the 
nation and for California, through 
commercial logging operations 
managed by the Government.

WE NOW HAVE the breath-taking total of 
$23,989,000,000 in gold buried here in a steel, brass 
and concrete hen-house hardly larger than a 
hundred-vote county postoffice. It is about 80 
per cent of all the gold-in-hand in the world. 
Some of it was first mined in the days of the 
Pharoahs. 

Let us leave to greater minds the solution of 
why we have it and keep buying it wherever we 
can, though we are long since off the gold 
standard. 

The guardians of this place are primarily mili- 
tary men—who aren't permitted very close to the 
cache or cash—and a few Treasury Department 
employes who count it periodically, stack the 
new supplies which we keep buying, and sweep 
up the golden shavings and dust. They seem to 
be of the opinion, however, that if the whole 
mass of the stuff suddenly dropped into the 
primordial ooze and was lost, and nobody men- 
tioned it, the dollar would still be a dollar— 
thanks to the aforesaid state of mind and the 
intrinsic confidence in this greatest of nations.

THE MATHEMATICS of Fort Knox are just 
too overpowering for the mind of Joe Doakes and 
his brethren who drive past the greatest treasure 
in history, on neighboring U. S. Highway 31-W, 
and never know it. To fill Fort Knox to its 
present level, in terms Mr, Doakes can under- 
stand, it would have been necessary to feed about. 
$25 into the kitty every minute of every day and 
night since the birth of Christ. 

The gold comes in bricks 6% inches by 3% by 
1%, a little smaller than a building brick. But 


each gold brick ‘weighs. pounds and is worth 
te.

The atuff is stacked in a two-tiered room in a 


building 205 by 121 feet. The room is 60 [> — 
feet below ground level. The door to the yault 7 ~

The combination to the fabulous safe is a three- 
way job, attended to by three men. No man 
knows the other two phases of the combination, 
but simply twiddles this and that in rotation un- 
til something clicks. The canvas bags in which 
the bricks are shipped are burned on arrival, and 
much gold is salvaged from them. The abrasive- 
ness of the pure metal is such that you could 
lean against a stick of the stuff and a couple of 
bucks worth of it would rub off, invisible on 
your coat. 

During the war, Fort Knox harbored the orig- 
inal copies of the Constitution, the Declaration 
of Independence, the Magna Carta, the earliest 
known Gutenberg Bible and the Gettysburg Ad- 
dress with President Lincoln’s marginal notes. 
Now, in peace, with all its $23,989,000,000, it is in- 


finitely poorer.

Declarer was highly dubi- 
ous as to the success of the dia- 
mond finesse, but he had only 
eight sure tricks and so put in 
dummy’s jack. 

East, in with the diamond queen, 
could now virtually count the de- 
clarer’s tricks. It was quite evi- 
dent that South, who must have 
the heart ace, could win three 
heart tricks, three diamonds in all, 
and three clubs, and therefore, be- 
fore South could get in to cash 
these tricks, it behooved East to 
see what could be done in the 
spade suit. So East returned the 
spade deuce. 

It was not an effective defense! 
South played low, and after West 
had taken his queen and ace, it 
was all over. 

East should have figured out his 
objective more carefully! In- 
dubitably, spade tricks were 
needed, but since South figured to 
have at least the spade king, East 
should have returned the spade 
jack! This play was vital so that 
if West had good enough spades to 
defeat the contract, he could cap- 
italize that fact! Observe that 
the spade jack lead through South 
would have given the defenders all 
four spade tricks!
